STATE AID FOR HIGHWAYS. 


Under Chapter 29 of the Laws of 1899, towns are required to 
raise one-fourth of one per cent. of their valuation for main- 
tenance of roads, provided, however, that no town is required 
to raise an amount exceeding $50 per mile of road. The valua- 
tion of the towns for 1909 and the actual mileage of roads in each 
town cannot be definitely stated at this date, hence the amounts 
opposite A and C below are approximate only. Subject to the 
above statement, the following amounts relate to Warner: 

A Amount required to be raised under law of 1899,

B Additional amount if town applies for state aid, 3 


© Total minimum amount required to be raised for 
highways if town applies for state aid, 2145 00 
If no application for state aid is made in 1909, the town is 
required under Section 3 of Chapter 35, Laws of 1905, to set 
apart and expend for permanent improvement the sum of $715.

One case 
of scarlatina occurred in the outskirts of the townin the early 
summer. The premises were quarantined and the patient re- 
covered. There was no spreading of the disease from this case. 

The attention of the Board has been called to unsanitary 
conditions existing in several localities and these conditions 
have been corrected. We find that our residents generally are 
taking an active interest in health matters and are becoming 
better informed in regard to the conditions and practices per- 
taining to sanitation. 

While health officers look after all matters that are a menace 
to the public health, every individual should take an interest in 
having the conditions about the home such that the dwellers 
therein may not become debilitated or diseased by bad condi- 
tions that could be remedied. 

We would ask all of our people to consider the importance 
of living in good air—study ventilation.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Warner: 


I herewith submit my third annual report as superintendent 
of schools of Warner. 

Since our schools are a state institution the moving princi- 
ple in all our work must be the preparation of our boys and 
girls for citizenship. The teaching of the various subjects’ of 
the school curriculum is for the purpose of giving a mental 
equipment that will enable a boy or girl to grasp life’s problems 
with vigorous honesty and courage. 

This thought I have kept constantly before my own mind, 
and have striven to keep it always before the minds of the 
teachers. With this object in view, there is the absolute neces- 
sity for the honest performance of each day’s tasks and duties. 
The acceptance of slovenly or half-done work will quickly es- 
tablish a habit that will prove a serious handicap to a child 
through life. Between teacher and pupil there must be entire 
honesty, frankness and fair dealing. 

The teacher who comes before her class unprepared in her 
part of the work, will find herself compelled to work always 
‘ with pupils who fail to prepare their work. Orif her work is 
not carried on with vigor, her pupils will never put energy into 
their work. If the teacher permits things to drift along without 
definite plan and preparation, the children quickly catch the 
spirit and their work will be aimless and without results. 

Hence throughout the year I have had teachers work to a 
definite daily program, require clean, well-prepared work, and 
further to do their own work with at least fair degree of vigor. 

This has resulted in greater mental activity, and therefore 
better work and better habits of work on the part of the pupils. 

But the schools must not be permitted to assume all rights 
or duties of establishing right habits in the children. The chief 
part of this work rightly belongs to the home and cannot be del- 
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egated to, or assumed by, the school. The home and schoo 
must co-operate for the best interests of the child. > 

If there is a spirit of faultfinding or unfriendly criticism on 
the part of either towards the other the effect uponthe children 
is disastrous. If the daily happenings of the schoolroom are 
carried home and misinterpreted, and discussed in the presence 
of the children, for them the usefulness of the school is impair- 
ed, if not utterly ruined, and they are thus defrauded of their 
natural rights. Orifa teacher is so injudicious as to speak 
slightingly of the town, or of the people or of the children 
among whom she is working she thereby throws away her chance 
of doing her best work for these children. 

Injudicious criticism of teacher by parent or of parent by 
teacher tends to dest oy in the child that respect for authority 
and that confidence in his natural guardians and mental guides 
Which constitute two of the chief factors which make for good 
citizenship. Unless parent and teacher work together in a 
friendly way for the proper training of the children, good re- 
sults are impossible. 

And may [ heie speak a word in behalf of the teacher? Her 
position is an exceedingly difficult one. She is usually a young 
girl, away from home and thrown among strangers, and this at 
a time in her life when she especially needs a mother’s care and 
advice. It is very likely that she is homesick, and taxed to the 
utmost of her ability by her work. She is nervous and sensitive | 
to the slighest glance that seems to indicate a criticism of \her 
work, and the burden of this work has begun to weigh upon ee 
and to almost crush her. | 

In her work she must be firm enough to control the restless, 
gentle enough to win the timid; calm enough to restrain the 
boisterous, animated enough to encourage the diffident and 
bashful. And these are only the incidental qualifications 
which you expect her to have. Essentially she must be a 
teacher capable of imparting ali kinds of knowledge and train- 
ing to all kinds of children. Put yourself in her place before 
criticisirg her too severely. 

The work in all the schools is being brought closer to the 
program of studies and is being more closely graded so that 
practically the same woik is being done in corresponding 
grades in all schools. In schools where change of teachers are 
frequent this means 2 very great saving in time. Without such 
a program and such grading, pupils were frequently taken over 
the same subject or paris of a subject again and again, while 
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other subjects of equal importance were slighted or entirely 
omitted as their importance or unimportance appealed toa par- 
ticular teacher, or it might be as her knowledge of the subject 
permitted. 

The work is being adapted to the age of the pupils. A child 
can learn the mechanics of reading better before he is eight. 
years old than he can later. The essentials of language and the 
fundamental operations of arithmetic can be best learned be- 
fore the age of eleven years. During these early years the 
memory is very active and the child enjoys rapid drill work. 
He has very little power of steady applicatisn but must have 
frequent changes of work. His reasoning powers have not yet 
developed and therefore the solving of puzzling problems, the | 
attempt to give a thorough knowledge of any such subject as 
interest or mensuration or the teaching of technical grammar— 
in short, work in any ab tract subject is entirely out of place. 
This is the time for establishing habits by doing. The child’s 
thinking is slow, but he must be doing something all the time. 
He cares nothing for abstract principles but he is interested in 
doing the concrete example, and from the doing of alarge num- 
ber of examples the abstract principle may be established. 

It is not until the child reaches the age of twelve or fifteen 
years that he begins to reason from the abstract to the concrete. 

Many of the difficulties which upper grade and high school 
pupils encounter in their work arise from the fact that they did 
not receive sufficient dri!l on those subjects of which they were 
capable, such as rapid addition, subtraction, etc., the writing of 
short stories and descriptions; while they were kept puzzling 
over work utterly beyond them such as grammar and the diffi- 
cult principles of arithmetic. 

By adapting the work to the age of the pupils there begins 
to show a material improvement in all subjects. The essentials 
of reading, language and grammar, arithmetic, history, geogra- 
phy, writing, etc., are better taught, and the non-essentials are 
receiving less attention. 

The most important changes in text books during the year 
were in history, physiology and writing. In history the old 
books had become so badly worn that most of them were unfit 
for use and the cost of exchanging for a new book was less than 
that of stocking up with the old. The new book is proving de- 
cidedly better than the old one. -A similar condition existed in 
connection with the physiologies and the new books are proving 
superior to the old.

A change in writing books means more or less of a change 
in the form and methods of writing, and therefore should be 
made only when the old system is proving entirety unsatisfac- 
tory. This was true in our case anda change seemed impera- 
tive. After a careful study of the various systems the Spence- 
rian was chosen both because the writing seemed to be the most 
desirable, and the method followed seemed most in accord with 
the best principles. Pupils are showing marked improvement 
since the change. 

The destruction of the old school house on School street 
compels us to face the problem of the immediate erection of 
anew building. For the spring term the selectmen have 
kindly granted to the school board the use of their room and 
the room adjoining it in the town hall. These rooms will serve 
very well as temporary quarters, but a new building should be 
started as soon as possible so as to have it ready for use by the 
opening of the winter term at the latest. This should be a 
building large enough to furnish school accommodations for the 
village for twenty or thirty years, and should be well lighted, 
well ventilated and well heated. 

In closing, I thank citizens, parents, school board and teach- 
ers, Whose support and co-operation have so materially contrib-~ 
uted to the year’s success.

SIMONDS FREE HIGH SCHOOL. 


During the past year there has been no change in the teach- 
ing force of the preceding year. But, in order to adjust the 
three courses of study to the present state requirements for 
class room work, the committee was obliged to secure another 
teacher, and Miss Elizabeth Nixon was employed as second as- 
sistant. Her department is history and mathematics. She also 
teaches political economy and commercial geography. Mrs. 
Davis now devotes all her time to the commercial studies. Miss 
Leach instructs four classes in English and three in French. 
Principal Joy has three classes in Latin and classes in zoology, 
botany, physics and chemistry. 

Each school] day is now divided into 7 periods, making a to- 
tal of 35 periods per week, or 140 periods available each week 
for class room work for all the teachers. There are now 132 
separate classes each week. The large number of classes en- 
ables the teachers to have more personal oversight of each pu- 
pil and separates students of different grades. This arrange- 
ment gives the students from 2 to 5 periods each day, or from 10 
to 20 periods each week for study in school. Hence, it will be 
seen that, while there has been little increase in the number of 
subjects studied, more time is now required for each study on 
the part of the pupil and teacher alike. This is an advantage, 
and ought to better enable us to do for our pupils what is done 
by other secondary schools of our state. The standard now re- 
quired is exacting for the class of students entering many of our 
country high schools, yet, as the aim is constantly toward se- 
_ lection and concentration, thoroughness -and readiness, ‘there 
will be necessary a yearly adjustment of studies and courses to 
meet present demands. 

A sermon before the graduating class was preached at a 
union service in the Baptist church, June 7, before a large audi- 
ence by the Rev. W. J. Cloues, pastor of the Baptist church, the 
Rey. J. E. Enman assisting in the services. 

Entrance examinations were held on June 11, 13, and Sept. 
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3. There were over 30 candidates. Of these 14 were under 14 
years of age and 13 from the 8th grade, 10 obtained the required 
average of 70 per cent, in the 7 studies and 5 of our town schol- 
ars were admitted on condition. 

On June 12 graduating exercises were held and a class of 19 
. received diplomas in 3 departments, Latin-scientific 7, English 
4 and two years’ commercial 8. The annual alumni entertain- 
ment and reunion held in the evening was attended by a large 
number. Music was furnished by Nevers’s 2d Reg’t orchestra 
of Concord and ‘‘The Man of the Hour’? was rendered by Ed- 
ward Elliott of Boston, impersonator. 

The total number of pupils connected with the school dur- 
ing 1908 was 91, young men 48, young women 438. The attend- 
ance has been as follows: Spring term 1908, 73, young men 33, 
young women 4’; fall term, beginning Sept. 8, 63, young men 35, 
young women 28, of whom 15 were new students and 26 tuition, 
from West Concord, Webster, Bradford, Sutton, George’s Mills, 
Sunapee, Newbury, Goshen. No new students from Webster 
have entered this year. Several intending to enter next Sep- 
tember are receiving special preparation for high school studies. 

The fourth triennial reunion of the high school association 
was held Aug. 14. The program for the day, under the direc- 
tion of George M. Clough, president, included class reunions, 
exercises in the school hall, the principal address being given 
by State Superintendent Henry C. Morrison on ‘‘The practical 
needs of a high school education,” a banquet, a baseball game, 
and music and addresses in the town hall in the evening follow- 
ed by asocial hour and dancing. Architects’ plans for the en- 
largement of the school building were on exhibition during the 
day, and the subject was taken under consideration by the as- 
sociation. 

The centenary of Abraham Lincoln was observed by the 
school Feb. 12, with appropriate exercises. A beautiful bronze 
tablet, containing the Gettysburg Address, and a picture of the 
St. Gauden’s statue of Lincoln were presented to the school in 
behalf of the scholars and teachers by Principal Joy, who has 
shown much interest in securing these valuable gifts. 

Mrs. J. D. Bradley of Warner has offered prizes to the 
amount of $20 for excellence in school studies. 

The lyceum continues to furnish opportunity for social and 
literary training, through its paper, debates, recitations, etc., 
and meetings have been held usually every two weeks. A very 
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successful recital was given in the town hall on March 27 by the 
18 members of the junior class. 
The curriculum of studies remains practically the same as 


last year. More time has been given to English and the best | 


text books available are used. More laboratory work in the 
sciences is done and more personal experiments by the pupils. 
Three years in French are now offered and admirable courses in 
history, mathematics and the sciences. 

The commercial course as offered for the past 5 years needs 
modification on account of the age of the pupils selecting it, 
their insufficient preparation for its studies and its length of two 
years. The standard commercial course for high schools is 4 
years. Shorthand is required for each of the two years in our 
present course. It is too difficult a study, especially the second 
year, for pupils of average ability, immediately on leaving the 
grammar’ grades. Commercial arithmetic and bookkeeping 
ought to be better adjusted to the pupil’s needs than they can 
be at present. So commercial law and political economy are 
studies more suitable for the fourth year than the second. We 
have a competent commercial teacher, but the experience of 
the past three years seems to justify the extension of the pres- 
ent course to four years, after next June, and, by combining 
with it the present English course, the offering of a four years 
English-commercial course in place of it. This will give prac- 
tical studies to those selecting English, will more efficiently 
equip commercial students for their work and will prepare them 
for taking shorthand in the third and fourth years. By this ar- 
rangement two strong courses of study, the present Latin-scien- 
tific and the new English-commercial course, will be offered 
and the necessity be removed of employing a fourth teacher for 
next year. 

As to the proposal for a new agricultural course which has 
been before the committee during the year. After careful con- 
sideration of our present constituency and expenses, and after 
examination of reports furnished by the departments of educa- 
tion of New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, New York 
and Washington, and from a visit of inquiry paid by the Princi- 
pal and Dr. Lloyd H. Cogswell to Durham, N. H., and Petersham, 


Mass., the following results have been reached. First, There is — 


evidently a strong movement all over our country for more 
practical studies in our high schools. This has taken form in 
some states in courses in domestic science, mechanic arts and 
agriculture. Second, It must be admitted that there are many 
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things to be said in favor of agricultural courses for our rural 
schools. And through state aid, endowments of money or land, 
and consolidation, such courses have been made possible in 
some states, and probably will be by these means more widely 
established in the future. Butin our own state the subject is 
still in an experimental stage, especially at Gilmanton and Coe’s 
Northwood academies where such courses are now offered. 
While the initial expense might be small, once committed to 
the course, considerable increase of expense and equipment. 
would be necessary, either through endowments, gifts or taxa- 
tion, to keep it up to the required standard or to make it of val- 
uve to pupil and community alike. 

Furthermore, the recent unfortunate loss by fire of our 
grammar school building, and the additional expense entailed 
thereby upon our taxpayers this coming year for new accom- 
modations, would also argue for present economy in the admin- 
istration of our high school district in so far as may be consist- 
ent with the purpose to keep the school up toa high standard, 
and also to render it as beneficial as possible to its constituency. 
Our immediate policy would seemtobethis To recognize the 
value of such a course and to note the results where it is tried. 
To hope that sometime its adoption may be feasible through an 
increase to our equipment or endowment. But, that, as we are 
already among the progressive schools of our state by reason of 
our adoption of a commercial course, we strengthen that so far 
as possible, and, inso doing, combine cultural and vocational 
benefits for our pupils. 

Under a faithful corps of teachers the school has held its 
own during the year and it has bright prospects for the future. 
In closing this report, permit me to say, in behalf of the com- 
mittee and officers of the school, that they have sought to se- 
eure its continued efficiency and to obtain the best results all 
round by seeking to fulfill the purpose of its donors and by ren- 
dering it adequate to the present needs of our young men and. 
young women.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN, 

To the Trustees of the Pillsbury Free Library: 

The year jusb ended has been one of the best and most satis- 
factory in many respects that we have ever had. 

The circulation of books has been 7,573, a gain of 849 over 
last year; of magazines 957, an increase of 121. 470 cards ‘have 
been issued, an increase of 46. Of the class of books other than 
fiction that have been taken out, the records show 1211 books 
for yours people and children, biography 281, literature and 
poetry 235, travel 166, science and education 125, religion 113, 
history 110, miscellaneous 109. 

198 books have been purchssed. Among the most valuable 
in the way of biography and history are the Life of Alice Free- 
man Palmer, T. B. Aldrich, lan Maclaren, Gen. Schaff’s exceed- 
ingly interesting Spirit of Old West Point, The Great Ralegh, 
Lady Jane Grey and her Times, Letters of Mrs. James G. Blaine, 
Hungary and the Hungarians, and India, its Life and Thought. 
The money from the Pattee fund has enabled us to buy some 
books that we could not otherwise have had—for instance, the 
Masterpieces in Color, reproductions from the great artists, 
23 have been added by binding. 

Senator Chandler has given 17 books containing his address- 
es. Others have been given by Fred Myron Colby, Mrs. Helen 
Tewksbury, Florence Brockway, Mrs. Chapman, Mrs. M. T. Ela, 
BMorilla Norton, Mrs. C. J. Franklin, A, C. Royder, Prof. George 
L.. Raymond, Paul T. Page, Dr. George T. Page, John Foster, 
Arthur L. Willis, George M. Clough, Republican National Com- 
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mittee, Collier’s Weekly, and the usual state and government 
publications have been sent. 

The latest accession number is 9,887. $7.59 have been re- 
ceived for fines and one book ruined. The year has been par- 
ticularly disastrous to the Children’s Branch Service. The 
lightning struck one schoolhouse and injured the cabinet. One 
school was closed on account of scarlet fever, and consequently 
it was necessary to burn several books, and finally the grammar 
schoolhouse was destroyed by fire, and of the 53 books in the 
cabinets only 2 have been heard from at this date. 

The publishers have continued to send the Independent 
Statesman, the Weekly Union, Mirror and Farmer, Newport Ar- 
gus and Spectator, Little Folks, and Kearsarge Independent and 
Times. The following periodicals are subscribed for: Atlantic, 
Century, Scribner, Harper’s Monthly, Weekly and Bazar, Gran- 
ite Monthly, Collier’s Weekly, Cosmopolitan, Ladies’ Home 
Journal, McClure, New England, Outing, Review of Reviews, 
World’s Work, Scientific American, St. Nicholas, and ten copies 
of Little Folks. Mrs. Burke has sent Watson’s Magazine, Miss 
Harris Our Dumb Animals, Lawrence G. Mitehseli Our Paper, 
Mrs. Anna R. Eaton the National Advocate, Annie L. Sawyer 
the Journal of Education, and M. B. Harris the Delineator and 
miscellaneous matter.
